DECISIONS UNANIMOUS 
Question of Recognition of Soviet 
Government in Russia 
Unsolved 


London, Feb. 24—Agrtements of 
considerabie importance were reach 
ed at yesterday’s session of the su- 
preme allied cownci! and immediate 
announcement fg expected, according 
to some morping newspapers. Re 
sumption of trade relations with Rus- 
sia, says the Mail, was decided upon 
in princivie, .nough with important 
reservations.’ The Soviet rovernment 
will be asked on its part, to abandon 
propaganda and recognize existing 
loans, while the allies do. not pro- 
pose to encourage border states to 
make war on the Boishevik. 

It is understood decisions were 
reached with complete unanimity 
and received the assent of Premier 
Millerand, of France. Resumption 
of political relations between the al- 
lies and Russia was not pressed, the 
Mail understands, so the real diffi- 
cu-ty of the Russian situation—recog- 
nition of the soviet republic—remains 
unsolved, 

Premier Millerand, of France, is 
understood to have voiced the fear 
of France that United Russia mignt 
be a serious menace to western Eur- 
ope, while Premier Lloyd George and 
Premier Nitti have taken the view 
that Russia has been broken up and 
is not dangerous. Reports, therefore, 
hat Premier Millerand has agreed to 
decisions reached by the counc!] are 
taken to mean that a middle vround 
has been found on which the allies 
can stand until developments show 
the true conditions, 

Poland is said to have been won 
over te the British view, but Rou- 
fa is renorted to have asked 
uarantee- from the allies relative to 
the risks involved in direct negotia- 
tions with the Bolshevik. Renresen- 
tatives of the Baltic states and Fin- 
land are also said to have been prom- 
ised support should there be further 
ecression @n the part of the Soviet 
government. -
